Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art, 
discloses a package from which the subject-matter of claim 1 differs in that it comprises a 
tray with means to partially remove it from the package up to a predetermined maximum 
extend. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as providing a 
package that is more comfortably handled. 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is considered 

as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons: 

None of the prior art discloses means to prevent the tray from being pulled out completely. 

Claims 2-10 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the PCT 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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1 . Package (1 ) comprising a plastic film (10) with at least two seals (2) and an 
opening area (3), the package (1) comprising a plastically defonmabfe tape (4), 
the tape (4) being applied on, preferably sealed to the film, in the opening area 
(3) and inside or outside the package item, the package (1 ) further comprising 
a tray (100), characterized in that said package (1 ) and said tray (100) 
comprise means (110, 120) to partially remove said tray (100) from said 
package (1) only up to a predetermined maximum extent. 

2. Package item according to claim 1 , characterized in, that said tape (4) and 
said plastic film (10) are provided repeatedly foldable in order to reclose the 
package (1 ) whereas the tape (4), once folded, prevents the plastic film (10) 
from unfolding. 

3. Package (1) according to claim 1 or 2, characterized in that said tape (4) 
comprises a metal or a metal alloy. 

4. Package (1 ) according to any of the preceding claims, characterized in that the 
tape (4) comprises aluminium or an aluminium alloy.

5. Package (1 ) according to any of the preceding claims, characterized in that the 
tape (4) comprises a laminate. 

6. Package (1 ) according to any of the preceding claims, characterized in that the 
package (1) comprises opening means (5). 

7. Package (1) according to any one of the preceding claims, characterized in 
that said tray (100) is provided to carry packaged goods (105). 

8. Package (1) according to any one of the preceding claims, characterized in 
that said packaged goods (105) are only removed partially up to a 
predetermined maximum extent.

Package (1 ) according to any one of the preceding claims, characterized in 
that said plastic film (10) is provided as a multilayer film (10). 


10. Package (1) according to any one of the preceding claims, characterized in 
that said packaged goods (105) are cheese and/or ham. 
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
